DEAR SIk—The Senate Caucus Committee 
have given the question of calling the caucus 
the earnest deliberation which the gravity of 
the situation demands. The United Sfates 
Senators trom this state havégresigned and 
thrust upon the Republican members of this 
Legislature the alternative of supporting or 
antagonizing the National Administration. 
This issue involves the iategrity of the party. 
The resignation of our Senators has left the 
senate of the United Statesin controlof the 
Democratic majority. The Republican 
party of the State can not submit its relations 
to the party in the nation to the decision of a 
majority Ol the Legislative caucus. No mem- 
ber ought to be excused by caucus action from 
individual responsibility, but in a joint con- 
vention ot the Legislature and in 
the solemn exercise of duties 
R 1 legislator each man should 
cast his vote aceording to his conscience and 
the wishes of bis constituents. We do not 
therefore deem it wise to unite ina call fora 
joint caucus,

THE MUST PROSECUTION. 

LONDON, May 25.—The prosecution of Johann 
Mostthe publisher of the Socialist Journal 
Freiheit op a charge of inciting to murder was 
opened to-day by the Attorney General Sir 
Henry James, the Solicitor General Sir Far- 
rier Heirschell and Mr. Poland of the Treasury 
appearing on behalf of the crown and A. M. 
Sullivan 11 member of Parliament 
tor the defence. Mr. James said 
there was not the slightest desire to check free 
discussionjn the press. On the contrary this 
— was brought to preserve that free- 
dom. The article published in the Freiheit on 
Which the indictment against the prisoner 
was founded must be, he said, regarded 
asa direct threat tothe present Emperor of 
Russia of hisfather’s fnte. He referred to 
other articles in the Freiheit as showing the 
animus of Most. Among the papers found 
upon the prisoner was| a memorandum, 
Trieste 1s a safe address for the 
storage of dynamite.’’ The prosecution called 
mereiv formalevidence to prove the purchase 
ofthe Freeheit. Sullivan raised a number of 
technical objections relative to the jurisdiction 
of the courts. 

Sullivan’s argumentthat the persons whose 
murder Herr Most is charged with instigating 
were outside the protection of the British 
courts, was overruled by Lord Colridge, the 
Presiding Judge. Sullivan further ar- 
gued that the statute against inciting 
to murder did notapply to vague newspaper 
invectives. lle said if Most was guilty the 
works of Shakspeare and Byron Ought to be 
indicted for inciting to tyrannicide. Most 
was found guilty of inciting to murder and 
sentence deterred.

FIRST OF THE SEASON. 


Awful Accident to an Excursion 
Steamer in Canada. 


Over 400 People Immersed in the River 
Nearly 200 Drowned— 
Sad Scenes. 


LONDON, ONT., May25.—Last evening as the 
steamer Victoria, with 600 excusionists aboard 
was returning from Spring Bank to London, 
Ontario, she collapsed one mile from the city, 
— below the water level. Vll on board 
were plunged into the stream, and 175 exeur- 
sionists perished beneath the wreck. About 
eighty bodies were recovered in the course of 
the evening and placed on the bank 
for identification. The scenes at the landing 
when the steamer Princess Louise arrived with 
some of the dead bodies were heart-rending. 
The following victims are reckoned among the 
dead: James Robertson, Manager of the Bank 
of British North America; J.C. Meredith, Clerk 
of the District Court; Wm. McBride, Secretary 
of the Western Fair Association; Mrs. Wm. 
Ashbury ; William Millman, commercial agent, 
Montreal; J. Rogers, plumber. 

SECURING THE DEAD. 

LONDON, ONT., May 25.—The work of seeur- 
ing the dead from under the wreck of the vie- 
toria is stil! going actively on. One hundred 
and seventy bodies have been recovered, and 
most of them brought tothe city. All the un- 
dertakers’ shops are beseiged, and coffins are 
going out by the score. The crowds at the 
river bank and steamer landing have not di- 
minished. Among the identified are two 
daughters of James Barns. The list of the 
identitied is still incomplete. A large number 
of bodies remain on the ounds at Sulphur 
Spring Baths awaiting claimants, 

FULL ACCOUNT. 

LONDON, ONT., May 25.—During the day a 
large number of citizens sought enjoyment in 
vurious excursions leading from the cfty to ad- 
joining towns, and for others the chief out- 
door attraction was a series of steamboat ex- 
cursions on the Thomas River. 
This enjoyment was rendered more 
attractive from the fact that this 
was the first day of the season for boats to 
run regular trips, and this circumstance taken 
in connection with the public holiday (the 
Queen’s birthday) naturally drew large 
crowds of pleasure seekers to the river. Trips 
were made down the river, a distance 
of. about four miles, to “pring 
Bank, a place of popular resort, 
where the city water works are located, and 
three or four loca] steamboats took down large 
loads of excursionists at regular intervals 
throughout the day. About 4 o’cloek p. m. the 
Vietoria, of the Thomas Navigation Uo.’s Line, 
left the dock on her fourth and last trip for 
the day with a large load of passengers of all 
ages, variously estimated at 400 to 600. All 
went well on the down trip, thougn the boat 
was so heavily laden she shipped water in 
small quantities occasionally when the crowd 
would happen to surge to any particular side. 
On the return trip when more than half way 
home a sligbt commotion onthe boat, said by 
some to have been the playtul freaks ot a num- 
ber of youths on the lower deck, and by others 
ascribed to the boat, striking on a snag, 
cansed the crowd out of curiosity to rush to 
one side, and as the side of the boat sunk 
with the additional weight a volume 
Of, water four orfive feet in depth poured in 
upon the lower deck which was crowded with 
passengers. Instantly the crowd on both decks 
rushed to the opposite side and their weight, 
together with that of the water shipped by the 
boat, caused a lurch in the opposite 
direction. Then it was that the 
disaster occurred. The side of the boat sank 
in the water tothe depth of oneor two feet, 

gd while the crowd onthe lower deck were 
struggling to save themselves from slipping 
down into the river the stanchions supporting 
the upper decks suddenly gave away and the 
whole structure, with its load 
of human beings, came down 
on those who were below,crushing them on the 
deck and rendering escape out of the question. 
It is impossible to describe the scene that fol- 
lowed. The bout continued to settle on its side 
deeper into the water, taking with her many 
of the passengers who were stunned by the 
fall of the upperdeck and were unable to help 
theinselves. Scores sank into the water with- 
out an effort, while manv others who were 
precipitated into the river unhurt rent the air 
with their vain appeals for that succor which 
those ot thejpassengers who were safe were 
powerlesstoextend. The utmostexertions were 
put forth to rescue as many of the drowning 
ones as possible and many were saved from u 
watery gruve. As soon as possible help was 
secured and the work of recovering the bodies 
from the riverand from the wreck proceed- 
ed with. The bodies were placed on 
the stenmmboat Louise as fast as they were 
brought up and then taken to the company’s 
docks wherethe tusk of identification wus be- 
gan. The accident occurred at about a 
quarter past 6, and it was midn ght betore the 
bodies 80 far recovered were 
brought back to the city. ere 
a most heart rending scene ensued. The 
bodies as fast as transferred from the steamer 
were laid out in rows on the grass by the river 
side all in their holiday attire and with the aid 
of torches the faces were eagerly scanned by 
hundreds of anxious friends looking 
for their missing ones. A greater proportion 
of the drowned are men in middle life and 
many are children of tender age. Many were 
the wails of sorrow which followed the identi- 
fication of relatives. page it is a mother 
who discovers her child or children a parent. 
One man was heard inguiring for four chil- 
dren. As fast as the corpses were claimed 
they were taken in charge by their friends 
and removed to their homes. The utmost 
confusion prevails. It is impossible at pres- 
ent to secure aeomplete list of the drowned 
but many prominent citizens and famiiies ure 
included in the number.

Tux fact that St. Louis has reached the 
rapid transit era was evidenced last night by 
the application made to the Municipal As- 
sembly for elevated railway franchises. A 
city with an area of sixty-three square miles 
can be but illy served by the old methods of 
locomotion, and the problem now is to make 
it possible for a man to reside in the extreme 
limits of the city and carry on business con- 
veniently in the quarter set apart to affairs. 
The day that all sections of St. Louis are 
brought into close communication by means 
of an elevated road will witness a vast in- 
crease of business and a rapid appreciation 
of real estate. The ordinance introduced by 
Mr. VASTINE, in the upper branch of the 
Assembly last evening, granting right of way 
to the St. Louis Elevated Railway and Boule- 
vard Company, is one that should command 
the serious and immediate attention of our 
municipal legislators. It is proposed by this 
company to build a line of elevated road 
from Sixth street to Forest Park, along Wal- 
nut street, with north and south lines, 
that will bring every section of the 
city into neighborly relations. The plan em- 
braces the widening of Walnut street from 
end to end. thus converting it into a splendid 
boulevard one hundred and fifty feet from 
building line to building line. The railway 
will occupy the center, and instead of disfig- 
uring the thoroughfare will rather beautify 
it. A street will be left on each side of the 
railraad wider than the entire street at pres- 
ent. Itis, of course, the duty of the city to 
see that its interests are carefully guarded 
before granting valuable privileges to elevated 
or underground railway companies, but it 
should be borne in mind that the plan of the 
Elevated Railway and Boulevard Company 
not only involves the embellishment of the 
city but the increase of the general tax 
duplicate at least fifty per cent as well. The 
enhanced value of property will bring 
to the treasury in a few years that which 
is a hundred fold more valuable than 
the grant that is asked from the city. 
Although the company marked out 
for itself a great work the capital is be- 
hind it to carry it through, and within ninety 
days fromthe granting of the franchise the 
projectors promise that work will be in pro- 
gress, The Municipal Assembly should not 
adjourn for the summer without definitely 
considering the proposition to give St. Louis 
the greatest improvement that has been offer- 
ed it since the construction of the big bridge.

Cadet Appointments,

A DOMESTIC MYSTERY, 


The Coroner Says It Was Suicide, 
the Friends Accidental. 


What the Testimony Shows Concerning 
the Death of Mr. T. T. Richards— 
A Woman in the Case, 


Very few of the hundreds of people who knew 
Mr. T. T. Richards, the treasurer of the Mis- 
souri Zinc Works, imagined that there was 
anything in either his life or his circumstances 
to induce him to hurl himself into the here- 
after. He was wealthy, both by his personal 
exertions and by inheritance; his home was 
beautified by everything which art and taste 
could do to adorn it, and his domestic life was 
said to be particularly happy. Late last 
night people began to understand 
dimly that a tragedy had happened in the 
tichards house on Twenty-sixth and Locust 


streets,Jbut no one could say whatit was, and 
the rumor was not more than an amorphic 
whisper, telling that something was wrong, but 
utterly ignorant what tragedy had happened. 
The morning papers gave a column apiece to 
the general fact that something had happened, 
but at 9 o’clock this morning people living in 
the same block with the dead man did not 
know that he was dead—did not know more 
than that something had happened which the 
family declined to speak about. 
Absolutely no information was Obtainable at 
the house where every question was met with a 
negative reply, and it was only by diligent in- 
quuy that a reporter wus able to leurn that 
Dr. C. Gratz Moses had been called into the 
house afew minutes before four o’clock yes- 
terday evening. 

Dr. Moses was not at his home but was met 
shortly after atthe Coroner’s office, where he 
told the following story: ‘‘Yes, I am Dr, 
Moses. About a quarter to four o’clock yester- 
dav afternoon 1 received à note from Mrs. 
Richards, saying that she Was in great distress 
about her husband,who she said was suffering 
under depression of mind, and asking me to 
cone at orce. I got to the house be- 
fore the messenger and Mrs. Richards met me 
ut the door. She said that her husband wus in 
astate of mental depression and was very 
much excited, and she wanted me to prescribe 
something to quiet him. I, of course, wanted 
to see him but she declined to let me go up 
stairs where he was, saving he 
wis a very peculiar man und seeing 
me would only excite him more. She said, too, 
that he had been vomiting, and that she hoped 
and believed he was then too weakto do him- 
self any harm. She also said that this attack 
of melancholia had lasted for several weeks. I 
again said that I would like to see him. Ihave 
known him forthirty vears. But she begged 
me not to go up stairs, and accordingly I wrote 
outa prescription and sent it by a messenger 
over to Good's drug store. While the messen- 
ger was away she went up stairs to her hus- 
band, and came down almost immediately to 
get him a glass of ice-water which he had ask- 
ed for, and she told me then that she had been 
greatly alarmed about him, as he 
had made threats of conmnitting 
cide. she then went up 
with the water, and as soon as she had reached 
the upper floor she called out, beseeching!y, 
twice, 0, don’t! Please don’t!’ and called 
tor me to come up. Irushedupthe stairs at 
once, and as I did sol heard a door slam shut, 
and a second after a pistol shot rang out and 
a heavy fall, as of a body, 
succeeded this. By this time I 
had reached the third floor and saw Mrs. Rich- 
ards leaning against the door. I tried the door 
at once but it was caught witha spring lock 
from the inside. Mrs. Richards ran down stairs 
and asked a passer-by to come in and help me 
break the door open which we speedily did, 
The room where thetragedy had taken place 
was a museum, wherein Mr. Richards has 
spent yeurs making arare and curious collec- 
tion of ail sorts of curios. He was lying 
uponthe floor in a poolof blood, which was 
welling out of his mouth. I ran to him and 
turned him over; he gusped once 
in my arms and died. The revolver 
—a Colt’s self-cocker—was lying near him with 
one barrett empty, the others full. Llexamined 
lis wound and found that the ball had Knock- 
ed out three of his front teeth and then buried 
itselt in the lower part of his brain. He must 
have pushed the pistol right into his mouth 
before he fired. There is no mark of 
any scorching or powderburn on the outside 
of his mouth at all, I think the pistol’s muzzle 
was inside his mouth when he fired. He was 
always an eccentric man, very peculiar in his 
wavs, andI have never heard of any case of 
insanity in the family. 

At the inquest also Mr. Edben Richards, a 
brother of the deceased, was cxamined. He 
testified: 

‘*T reside at No. 3525 Franklin avenue. The 
deceased is my brother, aged 40½ years, mar- 
ried, born in the United States, and a manu— 
facturer. This afternoon at about 4 
o’clock Dr. Moses was called in 
to attend my brother. He was suffering 
from a nervous disease. Dr. Moses came in. 
My brother had been up stairs in his museum. 
The Dr. wentup there and tound him there. 
As Dr. Moses entered the room he 
heard the report of a pistol and imme- 
aiately a fall. Upon examination it was 
found that the ball had struck 
the teethotthe upper jaw «and lodged inthe 
back part ot the head, from the effect of which 
he died shortly afterwards. From all the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the case I judge it is 
the result of an accidental discharge of his 
pistol, as there were no reasons to suspect 
suicide, as his family and business relations 
were of the pleasantest character.’’ 

The verdict rendered by Coroner Frank was 
suicide by gunshot wound while laboring un- 
der temporary aberration of mina. This re- 
sultot the inquest was altogether unantici- 
pated by the family, who had been given rea 
sons to believe thatthe verdict would be death 
through the accidental discharge of firearms. 
The funeral takes place at three o'clock tnis 
afte:noon and willbe very quiet; none butim- 
mediate members of the tamily will be present, 
The parlor in which the casket lies is already 
transformed into a flower bed by the many 
lnemorials sent in by triends, tor few people 
were more widely respected and loved than T. 
T. Richards. 

As he lies in the coffin awaiting the last long 
ride to Bellefontaine he looks as peacetul and 
as Calm as though be were only asleep. His 
tuce isnot distigured by the shot, and while it 
is, pallid and damp with the death- 
dew it is almost smiling. Ile was a peculiar 
looking man, ever feature being well defined 
and strongly chisled; his beard and mustache 
are blonde and the whole face ix almost start- 
Iingly lite tke. His hands have the deft look 
of an artist's; it is a fact that he was one of the 
most expert woodcarvers inst. Louis, whiie 

done also some excel- 

marbie. A gentleman 

every of the word, his 

character was above reproach, and the myste- 

rious mental alienation which fell upon him is 

the only cause of his death. Ile did not know 
what he was doing. 

THE SfYSTERY. 

A few tntimate acquaintances of Mr. Rich- 
ards have known that for some time a woman 
atfuir was causing him good deal of anguish 
ot mind. There was not only a woman, but u 
child or two in the case. In the course of some 
inquiries in the effort to fathom the mystery, a 
reporter of the Pos*-DISPAtTCH was informed 
thut Detectives stiles ond Bennett were cen- 
versant with the scandal, having been em- 
ployed in their protessional capacity 
by parties interested. Both ot the 
detectives were called upon by the 
reporter and seemed much surprised 
thut the intormation had leaked out that they 
had any acquaintance with Mr. Richards’ pri- 
vate affairs. They did not deny but that they 
had been at work on such a case as outlined 
in which Mr. Richards was a principal, but 
when pressed by repeated questioning refused 
to give information. One of them remarked 
that the facts would allcome out in due time. 

From other sources the existence ot this 
domestic mystery was confirmed Among 
those intimately acauainted with the facts it 
ix believed thatthis trouble was the cause of 
Mr. Richards’ self-destruction. Efforts to 
locate by name and residence the woman were 
unavailing. The knowledge of her where 
aboutsis confined to very few. Briefly told, 
the story is that she claims Mr. Richards 
11 the father of one or two 
ot her children, and has been 
trying to obtain certain consideration on the 
strength of this assertion. Mr. Richards’ 
triends declare it to be a blackmailing con- 
spiracy, and confidently point to the charac- 
ter of the man as not furnishing the basis ot 
probability for any such weakness on his part. 
The woman has been persistent in her position 
thus tar, and she threatens with legal action 
unless the triends of the dead man quiet her. 


Frustrated,

SENTENCED TO SWING. 


Friday, July 15, Set for the Execution of 
Chas, F. Kring. 


One of the last entries in the case of Charles 
F. Kring, which has been progressing for 
nearly seven years in the Criminal Court, was 
made on the records of that tribunal this 


morning when the sentence of 
death was pronounced on him. The argument 
of the motion fora new trial was set for 10 a.m. 
to-day. WhenJudge Burckhardtt called the 
court to order Mr. Seward submitted the mo- 
tion which was based on twenty-four grounds 

When the argument was concluded Judge 
Burkhardt said that he had had some days in 
which he very thoroughly examined the 
records of the case and clear — all doubts 
he had concernin the points raised. 
He said that the meaning of the word prejudice 
in the statutes was notwhich the defcnse con- 
ceived it to be, but thatit meant there wasa 
bias against a defendant on some outside 
grounds, Every good man who heard tnat the 
law had been violated would say to himself 
the violation should be punished. Many of the 
jurors of this description, who could try 
the case impartially were excused by him at 
the selection of the panel, because he desired 
to give Kring every beuelit he could. He 
says he was convinced that the defendant had 
had a perfectly fair trial according to the law 
and that he would now Overrule the motion. 

Mr. Seward then submitted a motion in ar- 
rest of judgment based on the source of the 
grounds given in the motion for a new 

rial. The Judge said those points were 

passed on already and the motion 
was accordingly overruled. Affidavits in sup- 
port of the motion were submitted. Though 
the court- room and bar were crowded with 
spectators on hand to seethe last scenes ot 
this famous case, a perfect silence 
reigned when Judge Burckhardt 
ordered Kring to stand up. He walked up to 
the bar when the Judge began :‘‘Mr. Charles 
F. Kring, you have been convicted of the mur- 
der of Dora Broemser. Itis not my habit to 
go into an extended review of the case. Have 
you anything to say?’’ 

In a tirm voice and perfectly possessed Kring 
answered: 

have nothing to sav, but ask that sen- 
tence be passed as quickly as possible.’’ 

The sentence was then pronounced 
amid a perfect silence. The clock 
ticking slowly on the wall 
and the Judge’s voice was the only audibie 
Sounds though there were hundreds of persons 
present. ‘‘Mr. Charles F. Kkring, you will be 
tu ken trom here tothe jail, andgthere sately 
kept untii July 15, when you shall be bung by 
the neck nntil you are dend.“ 

Clerk Lambert here informed the Judge he had 
not set the bonr. Judge Burckhardt quickly 
added ‘‘between the hours of 10 and 5 
o’clock.’’ Turning to ex-Judge William C. 
Jones, Kring smiled and leaned back 
in his chair until Deputy Sheriff 
Kirby escorted him back to the dock and 
afterwards to the jail.

MOTHER Vs. SON. 


A Curious Conflict in the Lehndorf Family 
Over aStranger’s Child. 

Judge Thayer is hearing to-day the curious 
habeas corpus case in which a mother anda 
married son are contending with some degree 
oft acrimony for the possession ot an eleven- 
yeur-old boy. The Post- DISPATCH, a few days 
since, mentioned the tact that Mrs. Lehndorf 
had petitioned the court. alleging that 
her son, Henry Lehndorf, and his wite 
were restraining the liberty ot Edward Arthur 
Goedeke, a boy who was left by his parents in 
the cure of her son six years ago.”

Ile stated on the wit- 
ness stand that his mother was in no condition 
to rear and educate the lad, and that when 
the boy came back to him ashort time since 
he expressed his wish to remain, complaining 
of Mrs. Lebndort’s (senior) treatment. 
Lehndorf testificd that he had been supporting 
his mother tor some time past, allowing his 
share in some property to go to her.

The Barbers’ Strike Inaugurated This Mora- 
ing in Two Establishments. 


The ‘Ourneyvmen colored barbers at Amos 
White’s Little Lindell’’ tonsorial establish- 
ment On seventh street and Washington ave 
nue, and at D.C, Blair's shop on Washington 
avenue, above seventh street are on strike to 
day.

The Humane Society Wins a Case. 

The case of a teamster, Michael McNamara, 
arrested for having caused the death of a 
horse by cruelly beating him with a heavy 
whip, the particulars ot which were published 
in the POST-DISPATCH some three weeks ago, 
was tried in the Court of Criminal Correction 
yesterday and the inhuman brute fined 50 and 
costs by Judge Cady. The evidence brought out 
many facts showing the excessive ignorance 
and utter want of any humane ideas regarding 
the treatment of horses by this man who re- 
presents a large class who are 
in charge ot teams in this city, 
and showing how very necessary it is to 
have an organized system of preventing dumb 
unimals from terrible abuse at their hands. 
When at the Cotton Compress, after having 
joaded his wagon heavily, the horse gave evi- 
cence of being unwell by groaning and other 
Signs, and several fellow drivers warned Me- 
Namara that he could not make his load with 
that team, but ne persisted in 
the attempt. Finally reaching 1 
point some two miles and a half 
from where he started, his wheels became fast 
in the mud and he then fell to beating the poor, 
worn out, sick but willing horse inthe most 
terrible manner forthe space of ten minutes or 
more, when the horse, after the most trantic 
and heart-rending efforts to release himself 
from the extreme pain, sank down and died. 
The defendant, who said the horse had a very 
bad “character,’’ attempted to prove that he

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How Government Officials Were 
Used in Furtherance of 
a Feud. 


Ex-Register Lindsay Gives an Insight 
Into the Management of the 
Ironton Office. 


Mr. James Lindsay who heid the office of U. e. 
gister of Lands, for many years in thel_ strict 
where the frauds are said to have een perpe- 
trated, gave a PosT-DISPATCH reporter this 
morning some information bearing on the sub- 
ject which is fresh and interesting, The fact 
isthe great hue and cry raised about bogus 
titles is having ajbad effect on immigration, and 
a cloud rests over the whole State as the result 
of the blunder ot the Government 
officials. That this is an entirely 
false impression is made evident when the sev- 
eral congressional acts relating to the matter 
are reviewed. 

In August, 1854, Congress passed an act to 
graduate the price of public lands. Large 
tracts of these lands in Missouri had been in 
market thirty years untaken. The argument 
in support of the act was that the Government 

WANTED TOGET RID OF 
these hands and the State wanted them taken 
so that they could betaxed and the revenue 
thereby increased. 

The terms of the graduation act, as it was 
called, were made very favorable, with a view of 
vetting the lands taken as rapidly as possible. 
The price was made a nominal one and im- 
provements were required by the provisions. 

The land office for Southeast Missouri was 
then at Jackson. As soon as the act went into 
operation entries commenced with arush and 
business continuedllively until 1857. Then the 
attention of Congress was drawn to the tact 
that but few ot these graduated @nitries had 
been followed by actual settlement and im- 
provement as the act contemplated. The par- 
ties making the entries had plainly forfeited 
their entries by non-compliance with the pro: 
visions of the law andthe instructions of the 
Land Commissioner. The Government, how- 
ever, did not desire to take advantage ot this 
non-compliance, and, rather than have the 
lands revert back, passed the act of March 35, 
1857, called ‘‘An actto confirm certain entries 
of lands therein naimed.’’ This act in un- 
equivocal form dispensed with the required 

**SETTLEMENT AND CULTIVATION.’”’ 

Titles were declared confirmed without the 
former provisions, ‘‘excepting those which 
the Commissioner may ascertain to have been 
fraudulently or evasively made. These acts 
taken in conjunction settle the titles. All entries 
made up to the date of the second act, which 
were confimred to the parties making them and 
patents issued in order and forwarded to the 
land office at Jackson for delivery upon sur- 
render of the auplicate receipt, have all the 
authority of the Government tor their genui- 
Hess. 

The act of August 4, 1854, remained in force 
and entries continued to be made under it at- 
ter the act of 1857. In July, Il, the land office 
was removed trom Jackson to Ironton and 
the war coming on business was suspended. 
Afterthe removal to lIrontoan the office was 
iocated in 1 room of the court 
house which was -eldom unlocked. 
From the time ot the removalto lronton un- 
til the repeal of the graduation act in 1sé2 only 
ten or twelve entries in all were made. From 
this itis apparent what a slight basis there is 
on which to aliege the perpetration of trauds 
at lronton uncer the graduation act. 

IE HOMESTEAD AcT 

was atterwards enacted and remains in force. 
intries were made under this at Ironton, but 
nobody hasever charged that any frauds oc- 
curred. Entries made under the homestead 
re abandoned at lronton as they were 
lund offices, but the land simply re- 
G back, no title being obtained, aul the 
VY making the entry being out of pocket 
‘amount paid the Government and the im- 
provements made.

From time to timethe Government took 
additional action as if to make trauduient 
dealing in public lands in any manner or form 

tN UTTER IMPOSSIBILITY. 

Thus the following regulations were for 
many years in force: 5 ever doubt arose 
in regard to the cOrrectess ot a 
land entry, and it was expressed yy ietter or 
otherwise to the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office at Washington, heimmediately or- 
dered the Register and Receiver of the District 
to summon the parties concerned, with their 
witnesses. Thesworn statements of ail were 
taken in writing. The Register and Receiver 
endorsed the papers with their conclusions and 
the whole matter was sent back to Washing- 
ton. Then if the Land Commissioner con- 
cluded there was an error anywhere he direst- 
ed the Register and Receiverto cancel the 
entry and to show the erroron the record. 
The system of checks upon fraud was 
made as complete as it could be. 

It was and has been all the time the purpose 
of the Governinent to make the records of the 
Land Office prima facie evidence of good tities. 
And yet in spite of ail this the discovery is sud 
denly announced that traudulententries to the 
amount ot 

SIX MILLIONS OF ACRES 4 
have been made in the Ironton district. A 
gigantic ring is declared to exist, ramifying all 
over the country, and arrests are made by the 
dozen. After Missouri has received a black 
eye the bottom drops out, and when it is too 
late to savethe good name of the State the 
omeials contess the trap into which their ig- 
norance of the law led them. 

In addition to all the legislation and regula- 
tions mentioned above, Congress went a step 
further and on February 17, 1873, passed an 
act confirming and legalizing all entries made 
under the graduation act. A perusal of this 
shows that it was intended to set at rest all 
questions about entries made under that act 
and to forestal any prospective litigation over 
titles. It was broad and meant to cover every- 
thing. 

Having gone over these acts with the re- 
porter, ex-Register Lindsay said: ‘‘I cannot 
see how any Government official for one mo- 
ment can hold that the lands disposed of under 
these acts and regulations are Government 
lands. The Supreme Court of the United States 
has decided repeatedly that when the Gov- 
ernment issues patents to land it forever 
passes the title and control to them. These 
lands thecry otf ‘‘fraud’’ was raised about 
were certified by the land officers to the state 
Register of Lands, and by the latter they were 
certilied tothe counties in which they are lo- 
cated. They have been assessed and taxed in 
those counties for the past twenty years. Some 
of them have been sold for taxes and the Su- 
preme Court of Missouri has dec¥red the titles 
thus acquired to be good and binding. Under 
ail these circumstances I think it is unpardon- 
able thatsucha blunder should have been 
made.“ 

Who do vou hold responsible for it?“ 

Schurz, the reformer, ordered the investi- 
cation but he was moved thereto by unreliable 
information furnished him by Moser, the pres- 
ent Register. There was a personal and indi- 
vidual interest to subserve behind all this 
strife. The heads at Washington do not see 
the point. Butit seems to be unpardonable 
that there should not have been a better un- 
derstanding of the laws before alithis noise was 
inade,thelgreat wrong done to private citizens, 
and the Government put to an expense of $50, - 
MO, At some stage in the proceedings the 
representatives of the Government ought to 
have discovered how they were being misled. 
surely the Government ought to have little use 
for such officials in the future.“
